Citizens Advisory 
Committee Drafts 
Alternative 

Ordinance 


Twenty-five of the 50-member Citizens Advisory Com¬ 
mittee have drafted an alternative Historic Preservation Or¬ 
dinance. Their 13-page alternative ordinance was submit¬ 
ted to the Cultural Heritage Commission, members of an 
candidates for the City Council, members of the Planning 
Commission and Sean Joyce, City Administrator on Friday, 
March 15. It calls for designation of cultural resources with 
and only with the informed written consent of the owner and 
eliminates all references to historic districts and overlay 
zones. For those properties already designated, the Cultural 
Heritage Commission would have to reacquire the informed 
written consent of the owner or else the property would be 
dropped from the registry of historic places. Also proposed 
by the Citizens Advisory committee is the requirement that 
any future amendment making the ordinance mandatory 
would be subject to a vote of the people in a general or spe¬ 
cial election. Their alternative ordinance effectively limits 
the Cultural Heritage Commission to educational, support¬ 
ive and advisory activities, with administrative powers only 
over voluntarily designed cultural resources. 

The Citizens Advisory Committee also submitted a letter 
to the Planning Commission requesting that certain refer¬ 
ences to historic preservation be eliminated from the Gen¬ 
eral Plan. 

The next General Plan meeting took place at the Planning 
Commission of March 21. The next Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission meeting will take place on April 2.

Democracy is alive and 
well in Sierra Madre. The 
common people are exercis¬ 
ing their political power in 
speaking up to protect them¬ 
selves. They would not 
bother to do so unless they 
felt threatened by the ordi¬ 
nance proposed by the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission. 
The people are not attacking 
the CHC, they are only de¬ 
fending themselves against 
the CHC. Now there is a call 
for civility...politeness. But 
the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission has not exhibited in 
manner or speech a consider¬ 
ate regard for others...they 
have demanded, through the 
wording of their ordinance, 
that they be given the power 
to designate our homes as 
cultural resources without our 
permission and then to dictate 
to us what to do with our 
homes. 

We are being asked to 
“trust the process.” But this 
debate between the two sides 
IS the democratic process. 
THIS is how democracy 
works on the local level. We 
are acting as civil people; our 
actions are proper to and be¬ 
fitting citizens. We battle 
with words, because it is how 
civilized people conduct 
themselves. If the Cultural 
Heritage Commissioners 
weren’t prepared to stand the 
heat, then they shouldn’t have 
accepted their appointed po¬ 
sitions or written such a 
threatening ordinance. 

The Cultural Heritage 
Commission is setting aside 
the first hour of every 
monthly meeting to review 
the draft ordinance. We cer¬ 
tainly hope that they will not 
just “go through the motions” 
of listening to the input of the 
people. We don’t want just 
the “opportunity to be heard,” 
we want them to hear us, re¬ 
ally hear what we have to say, 
and then to rewrite the ordi¬ 
nance to reflect the will of the 
people. . -

The supermarket as we know it now is a phenomenon of 
the 20th century.

In 
little towns, like my hometown, there was no such thing as a 
produce counter and buying a dressed chicken was unheard 
of. We had our first fried chicken of the year on the Fourth of 
July, and we raised it ourselves. We also had new potatoes 
and green peas, and any gardener who didn’t have those staples 
by the time of the great day was considered a lazy dolt. Sweet 
com was another matter. We seldom had it in time for the 
Fourth, although many tried. My grandfather Martin was an 
avid gardener and he tried to beat all others in having the first 
ears of “Country Gentleman” com on his table. Once, my 
mother, in a fit of pique, said, “Your grandfather would eat 
corncobs if it meant coming in first.” She was almost right. 

In small towns in rural areas, spring brought two impor¬ 
tant projects, the raising of baby chicks and getting the first 
vecclahle seedlings on Iheir way.

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cold the chicks were put in a large books and placed behind 
the cookstove. Warm and snug, they chirped through the 
night. At the same time, shoe boxes filled with dirt, and placed 
on a shelf inside the east window of the kitchen produced the 
first seedlings of tomatoes, eggplant, cabbage and bell pep¬ 
pers. 

Early each spring a man came and plowed our garden. Odd 
comers where the horse and plow could not go were spaded 
by hand, and my father was a stickler for neat, straight lines. 
Soon potatoes, cabbage plants and lettuce and onion seeds 
were in the ground, along with the ever¬ 
present radish. An early favorite radish was a long, bril¬ 
liant red tube containing a tasty core of snow white pulp. 
When young, this vegetable was delicious, but with the ad¬ 
vent of warm weather it developed an extremely hot taste. 
They were then pulled up and thrown into the chicken pen, 
where they were soon turned into large, yellow-yolked eggs. 
If any of the old hens ever suffered heartburn, they never 
mentioned it. And in the meantime, the small chicks had de¬ 
veloped feathers and were growing at a rate to match the gar¬ 
den produce. 

In spring and early summer we depended on one vegetable 
to a considerable degree. The early cabbage grew fast and we 
were soon enjoying coleslaw or cabbage stir-fried with bacon 
bits. After a winter of heavy foods, our bodies were ready for 
something fresh and green. The cabbage, along with new peas, 
potatoes with the radishes, lettuce and onions kept us going 
until it was time for green string beans and tomatoes. We never 
raised Sweet com in our garden, it took up too much space 
for too long. It was more practical to buy com from a farmer 
for 15 cents per dozen ears. The early cabbage was gone by 
mid-July, and that space was spaded and planted to turnips, 
and by late October we had a bushel of turnips for the cellar' 
All summer long we ate from the garden, and some things 
were special. Of course, tomatoes and string beans were on 
the menu everyday. But in September, the last of the string 
beans were mixed with the last of the Sweet com, and a most 
delicious mixture evolved. It was called “succotash,” and was 
supposedly a dish invented by the Indians. Whatever its ori¬ 
gin, it was a hearty, tasty combination. 

Late summer moved into early fall. We still had ripe to¬ 
matoes, but it was time for fried green tomatoes. Like egg¬ 
plant they were sliced, dipped in egg and cracker crumb bat¬ 
ter and fried in the ever-present salt pork grease. I ate a great 
many noontime lunches in the fall when I came home from 
school, and most of them featured fried green tomatoes. Yum- 
yum! 

Late October meant it was time for harvest, to prepare for 
winter. The huge heads of Dutch Drumhead cabbage were 
made into sauerkraut or wrapped in newspapers and stored in 
the cellar. Hubbard squash were stacked along the cellar wall. 
There were boxes of turnips and carrots, a pile of potatoes on 
a slatted platform, and standing guard over all was a large bar¬ 
rel of “Winesap Apples.” Along the opposite wall of the cel¬ 
lar were long shelves on which were canned fhiits, jam, jel¬ 
lies, cucumber pickles and canned string beans and tomatoes 
And upstairs was always a wooden barrel filled with salted 
pork. 

All of this meant much work...and a combat with insects 
heat and weeds and torrential rains. We had fought Nature 
cooperated with her, and we had won. When the skies turned 
leaden and the first snowflakes came on the winter winds, we 
were ready, and we had made it on our own.

“My 1987 Nissan has power brakes. The brake 
fluid is rather low but I'm not sure what type of 
brake fluid to add. I understand that different 
types of brake fluids should not be mixed. If that 
is the case, how do I know what is in the car 
now?” 

If you purchased the vehicle new and the 
brake fluid still hasn't been changed, then it 
should be safe to use the type of brake fluid 
stated in the owner's manual. If the brakes 
have been worked on (and the fluid was 
changed) or if you purchased the car used, 
you may be able to determine the fluid type 
by its color. Fluid grades DOT 3 and DOT 4 
are clear with amber tint. DOT 3 and DOT 4 
fluids can be mixed; however, your vehicle 
may require the higher boiling point 
requirements of the DOT 4 grade. DOT 5, 
which is seldom used and should not be mixed 
with any other type, is usually purple in color. 
If you are still uncertain about which fluid 
type to add, it would be safest to completely 
flush the old brake fluid and refill with the 
type recommended by the manufacturer.

Proposition C

Proposition C revises Article V of the City Charter concern¬ 
ing the City Clerk. It changes the City Clerk from an elected 
official serving a four year term to an appointive official ap¬ 
pointed by and subject to removal by a majority vote of the 
entire elected City Council. Compensation for the City Clerk 
shall be set by the City Council as it is for the City Manager 
and City Attorney who are the two other City officials ap¬ 
pointed by the City Council. 

The existing requirement to be an elected City Clerk is to 
be a registered voter and resident of Arcadia.

Project 20(X), the redevel¬ 
opment of Arcadia’s Down¬ 
town area, began as a $3 mil¬ 
lion project to upgrade the 
City commercial district. 

The cost of Project 20(X) 
has ballooned to $8 million, 
not including the costs for the 
City to defend itself in the 
lawsuit filed by the original 
contractor. 

One would expect this 
type of boondoggle at the 
State or Federal level but 
NOT from a City Council that 
bills itself as fiscally conser¬ 
vative. To add insult to injury. 


the Council/Redevelopment 
agency is offering an 80% 
rebate (hand riui) to projieriy 
owners in the downtown area 
who sign on as part of the 
“face-lifting” phase of the 
project. A property owner 
puts up $ 10,000 and the City 
(taxpayers) rebates $8,000. 

All this while revenues 
continue to decline. This 
year’s budget shortfall could 
be more than $1.5 million 
according to the City Admin¬ 
istrative Services Director. At 
the Jan. 16 Council meeting, 
the ASD stated that “We need 
to be creative in how we close 
the gap by raising revenue or 
reducing expenditures.” 

What are some of these 
CREATIVE ideas for raising 
revenue? Increase taxes of 
course! A 2% utility tax on 
cable TV, Fire and police as¬ 
sessment districts, increase 
utility taxes, increase prop¬ 
erty transfer taxes; along with 
a hot of new taxes on local 
businesses. Taxes that would 
then be passed along to the 
consumer. 

In these tough economic 
times, handouts and higher 
taxes are not the types of 
CREATIVE ideas that the 
residents of Arcadia need. 
Arcadia needs responsible 
leadership. We need elected 
officials who will make the 
City’s financial security their 
first priority.

Proposition C provides for Council ap¬ 
pointment of the successor pursuant to the provisions of re¬ 
vised Charter Section 500 changing the Clerk from elected to 
an appointed official.

The powers and duties of the City Clerk as set forth in 
Charter Section 505 shall remain the same, except that the 
existing sub-section (i) which is a catchall provision requir¬ 
ing that the City Cerk “Perform such other duties as may be 
prescribed by the Council,” is broadened to include duties di¬ 
rected by the Council or set forth in a City Council approved 
job description.

An Open LMer to Arcadia Residents From the City

Recently, Newco Waste 
Systems distributed flyers to 
Arcadia residents making ac¬ 
cusations and false state¬ 
ments. This letter is intended 
to clarify what is and is not 


being done regarding residen¬ 
tial refuse service in the City. 

In the interest of good 
government, the City of 
Arcadia always seeks to pro¬ 
vide the highest level of ser¬ 
vice at the lowest possible 
cost. Refuse collection and 
disposal is no exception. It is 
for this reason the City is pur¬ 
suing a competitive proposal 
process for residential refuse 


and recycling services. 

Residential refuse collec¬ 
tion and related recycling re¬ 
sponsibilities are two of the 
most important public ser¬ 
vices of the City. Newco has 
had the City of Arcadia con¬ 
tract for the last eight years 
and has already received one 
two-year extension. Their 
contract with Arcadia will 
expire in June. Because of the 


importance of refuse and re¬ 
cycling services to the com¬ 
munity and the need to assure 
compliance with State recy¬ 
cling laws, it is crucial that 
the City makes sure Arcadia 
receives the best possible ser¬ 
vice now and into the 2tst 
century. 

Since the City entered into 
the original contract in 1988, 
the refuse collection business 


has seen tremendous changes 
in technology and legislation. 
Their present agreement with 
Newco does not deal with 
many new issues that have 
come into play since the be¬ 
ginning of the contract. Fur¬ 
ther, Newco has never had to 
go through the competitive 
bid process which would re¬ 
quire them to submit a pro¬ 
posal to the City that could 


then be compared to propos¬ 
als from other companies. 

In preparation of the expi¬ 
ration of Newco’s contract, 
the City Council explored 
several alternatives for how 
to go about selecting a resi¬ 
dential refuse company. After 
careful consideration of the 
options, the Council chose to 
proceed with a multi-city

Last week I presented information on Undesignated 
funds. This week I offer information provided by the Ad¬ 
ministrative Services Etepartment relating to Designated 
Funds and Restricted Funds. 

Designated Funds refer to those funds which the 
present, or a previous, Council has designated for spe¬ 
cific purposes. Examples of these funds fare: Medical/ 
Dental Insurance Fund designated for costs associated 
with the City’s self-funded and HMO insurance plans. 
Workers’ Compensation/Liability Fund for costs associ¬ 
ated with the City’s self-funded and HMO insurance 
plans. Workers’ Compensation/Liability Fund for costs 
associated with the City’s self-funded liability and Work¬ 
ers’ Compensation plans. Emergency Reserve Fund for 
potential catastrophic events such as earthquake damage. 
Equipment Service Fund and Equipment Replacement 
Fund for maintenance, repair and replacement of all the 
City’s vehicles and major pieces of equipment such as 
computer systems, communication equipment, etc. 


Restricted Funds are those restricted by legal or 
contractual requirements. Examples are: Narcotic Sei¬ 
zure Funds restricted for equipment and manpower costs 
for narcotic enforcement related activities. Gas Tax 
Fund restricted for street maintenance and construction. 
Water Fund, Sewer System Fund, Redevelopment 
Agency Fund, etc. 

For a more complete list of the Funds in these cat¬ 
egories, contact the Administrative Services Department 
of the City. 

As stated at the beginning of this series, the budget 
has become an item of major concern to the City. It will 
remain a major concern and the target of much City ac¬ 
tivity. I hope this series has helped our readers better 
understand the budget process. 

As elected officials and City staff continue to work 
with the budget concerns. The News will continue to 
communicate their efforts to residents and businesses 
of the City.

Arcadia resident Elvin 
Pate has come to be known as 
the “floating notary”—serv¬ 
ing the east San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley as a notary public for the 
last six years, providing a 
public service, as well as en¬ 
suring there’s never a dull 
moment in his daily routine. 

“It is common that people 
don’t know what a notary is 
until they need one,” explains 
Elvin. A notary is a respon¬ 
sible person appointed by the 
State government to witness 
the signing of important 
documents and administer 
oaths. Documents such as 
grant deeds, quit claim deeds, 
and any document pertaining 
to property, living trusts, and 
durable power of attorney. 
For these documents to be 
legally binding, they must be 
notarized. 

A notary is not responsible 
for the accuracy or legality of 
documents, but to certify the 
identity of signers. Elvin, 
however, does confirm that 
those signing the document 
know what they are signing. 
If necessary, he will read it to 


them. By glancing through 
the document, he may spot an 
error or inaccuracy, such as 
an incorrect address. 

Elvin travels to his clients, 
often seniors, in private 
homes, retirement homes, 
nursing homes and hospitals. 
“For seniors," Elvin adds, 
“Legal identification is an 
important issue, as the 
driver’s license is only valid 
for up to one year after it ex¬ 
pires.” Elvin encourages se¬ 
nior citizens to obtain a DMV 
identification card. This is 
designed for those 62 and 
older who do not drive. 

“Arcadia Senior Services 
can make an appointment for 
you at the DMV, to make the 
process easier,” Elvin ex¬ 
plains. “It is of utmost impor¬ 
tance that seniors in particu¬ 
lar have legal identification.” 
Elvin cooperates closely with 
Arcadia’s Senior Citizens 
Servicae, offering a free no¬ 
tary service every Tuesday 
between I and 2 p.m. at the 
Community Center. 

On a lighter note, Elvin’s 
varied career as a notary pub¬ 
lic has included some more

Aimee 
Dozier is the lady with 
dreams in her head, her feet 
firmly on the ground, and tal¬ 
ent in her very being. She is 
a printmaker and designer. 
Visit her booth at the Wistaria 
Festival Craft Faire, and 
you’ll see handmade note 
paper, stationery, artists’ 
books, and art prints, some of 
them matted. 

While this is the first year 
Aimee has had a booth at the 
Craft Faire, some of her work 
is currently at Java Art Cafe 
on North Baldwin, and she 
has had it displayed at S.R.W. 
Gallery on East Montecito. 

The letterpress has its own 
local history. It formerly was 
a fixture at the “Sierra Madre 
News.” In its later years, 
when newer, faster machines 
took over, its main purpose 
was as a proof press. When 
Jan Reed sold the newspaper, 
Robert Licher bought it and 
later Aimee bought it from 
him. She puts it to good use. 

Aimee’s an artist with let¬ 
terpress, using it to create lim¬ 


ited-edition prints. Using a 
“plate” of linoleum or wood, 
she cuts in her design. Then 
comes a series of running the 
plate on the letterpress, each 
succeeding run being after 
she applies a different color 
of ink, and after more and 
more selected portions of the 
design are cut away. More¬ 
over, she decides at the begin¬ 
ning how many copies of the 
piece she will do, and at each 
step, prints just that many. 
Between runs, the paper must 
dry, but only to the desired 


degree. Weather, the paper 
and the ink are all variables in 
the process. 

What results may be a 
surprise...the print doesn’t 
always come out exactly as 
the artist imagines, Aimee 
says. To plan for the interplay 
of the colors, and the steps in 
cutting away the design is a 
complex process. And the 
process is irreversible—once 
some of the plate has been cut 
away, it can’t really be re¬ 
placed. Obviously, patience 
is a necessary ingredient in 



the work. 

Aimee is a busy lady. In 
addition to launching her 
business, she teaches a “Waik 
To Art” class for second and 
third graders at Madison El¬ 
ementary School—a project 
designed to provide art expe¬ 
riences which are not always 
available in public schools 
nowadays. 

Her “New Leaf Press” 
dreams include giving work¬ 
shops for papermaking and 
letterpress, selling her work 
through retail stores and find¬ 
ing outlets in art galleries. 

She also wears another hat 
in which she is recognized by 
many Sierra Madreans: she 
staffs the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce office from 9 a.m. to I 
p.m. each weekday. 

Aimee lives in Altadena. 
Her mother and stepfather are 
Pam and Vcrland Kelly, and 


her father is Paul Dozier of stepbrother and stepsis- 
Lancaster. Her family in- ter, Michael and Mary Kelly, 
eludes a brother.

The Light of the World 

Lighl is such a precious gift. So much of what we hold dear 
belongs in the light -a candle in a window, the light in achild's 
eyes, sunsets and rainbows, the light in the fact of one who 
loves us. And so much of what we fear belongs to the world 
of shadows.

the Lord in all our blindness and to beg as did the man in the 
Gospel, “O. Lord, that I might see!” It’s not easy. We still 
carry so much of the darkness within us. There are things 
about ourselves we’re not ready to look at, things we don’t 
necessarily want God to see, either. 

And yet. we know that Just a little bit of light can drive away 
a roomful of darkness. "How far that little candle throws its 
beam.” And if we can bring ourselves to see, and to be seen, 
all our darkness will be driven out by God’s light. 

We hear much talk, during Lent about conversion. Maybe, 
in its simplest form, the kind of conversion we’re called to is 
an opening in our eyes-as the ground opens to give birth to 
daffixlils, as new green leaves open to the light, as arms open 
to welcome us home. Opening our eyes, we see ourselves 
more clearly, maybe even learn to love ourselves a little bet¬ 
ter. We see each other-and we see, in each other, the God 
who is Light. Every time this kind of conversion happens, 
another miracle is worked. We are moving to sing, in the 
words of the old American spiritual, “Amazing Grace.” I once 
was lost, but now I’m found. Was blind. But now I see.”

The world-famed, 102-year-old Wist¬ 
aria Vine is the Grand Old Lady of our village which certainly is center stage today 
and during all the Wistaria Festivals. But while you are visiting Sierra Madre, you’ll 
find other highlights to enjoy, and we bid you a pleasant day discovering them: 


One hundred artists and craftspeople are offering their individually made wares 
in booths lining the center of Sierra Madre Boulevard and Baldwin Avenue. The 
Craft Faire runs from 9 a.m.-5 p.m., and offers jewelry, framed landscape photos, 
colored pencil portraits of your pet, handmade dinnerware, notepaper, woodcraft, 
and dozens of other unique treasures. 

Classic Car Show 

The Model-T Club, Chapter of San Fernando Valley, have brought a virtual cara¬ 
van of their prized vehicles, joining with more than four dozen other classic and an¬ 
tique vehicles. They’re on display at Moe’s Automotive, comer of Auburn and Si¬ 
erra Madre Boulevard. Look for Kurt Beier’s Hemi Roadrunner or ’67 RSSS con¬ 
vertible Camara, a rare breed. Likewise, a rare vintage ’27 Cord, or a newer ’93 Cor¬ 
vette and a T-bird.

Lizzie’s Trail Inn and 
Richardson House and Museum 

At the base of the Mt. Wilson Trail is Lizzie’s Inn, where artifacts, relics and 
memorabilia from early days are displayed. Some old-timers will be on hand and 
reminiscing today, and perhaps even a burro packed with saddlebags as in days of 
yore when getting ready for a hike up the mountain. 

Richardson House, circa 1864, contains furniture, dishes, household tools, lin¬ 
ens and other necessities from early days. With refurbishing done by volunteers from 
the Sierra Madre Historic Preservation Society, Richardson House is lifting a fresh 
face and welcoming the public to travel back to yesteryear by meandering through 
its tiny rooms. 

Located at 167 E. Miramonte, between Baldwin and Mountain Trail, these old 
buildings can be reached via a short stroll up the hill.

ias usually are vigorous growers. The arbors prevented the end 
tendrils from hanging down, causing the tender tenuinal buds 
to die from their heavy weight. Some have said, too, that the 
tap root is in contact with an underground reservoir. Good 
drainage is a requisite for wistaria, and is well provided by its 
hilly, terraced legation. 

The Chinese Wistaria (Wistaria sinensis) is one of the live¬ 
liest of bUHiming plants. Its violet-blue (lower clusters open 
nearly the full length of a cluster at one time. It requires sun 
and will thrive with feeding a month or so before the blossoms 
appear and twice more during the year. Careful pruning and 
training of branches during its formative years will help keep 
it under control. One expert has said that with anything less 
than continuous pruning, the branches would suffocate, and 
only continuous care and therapy would prolong The Vine’s 
tenure. 

Wistaria seed is .said to have been brought to Europe by 
Marco Polo in the 13th Century as one of the prized treasures 
of the Orient. Although wistaria is identified as being from the 
pea family, the seeds — flat, shiny and black — resemble beans. 

Wistaria vines have graced Chinese royal palace pergolas 
and temples for thousands of years, and several visitors from 
China have claimed that vines there have been known to live 
as long as 250 years. 

Fortunately, the “world’s largest blooming plant” also 
graces two homes in Sierra Madre where we can all enjoy them 
at the height of their beauty. 


It may be hard to believe that the Sierra Madre Wistaria 
Vine attracts many visitors who stroll beneath its branches and 
drink in the fragrance of a million delicately scented laven¬ 
der blossoms. But for decades, people have come from far and 
near Just to enjoy and marvel — thousands of people! 

The awesome beauty, impressive sinewy strength and sur¬ 
vival force of the Wistaria Vine all combine to make this rare 
gift of nature. It is a living tribute to the many individuals who 
have been inspired over the past 102 years to preserve, pro¬ 
tect and love the Grand Old Lady of the mountains. 

A visit to The Vine, hidden from passersby except possi¬ 
bly for a furtive glimpse over the wall, can be a time of re¬ 
flection, emotion and reverence. Who could imagine the won¬ 
derful experience waiting beyond the gate? Who could dream 
that such a plant could take over an acre of land? 

The world-renowned Vine is listed in the “1990 Guinness 
Book of Records” as the world’s largest blossoming plant. 
Guinness notes its 500-foot branches spreading over almost 
an acre of land. Its blossoms were once estimated at 40 to the 
square foot. “Experts” were said to have measured the growth 
rate during the growing season. Their findings ranged from 
26 inches in 48 hours, to 24 inches in 24 hours, or an inch an 
hour. Either estimate is astounding! Owners have claimed they 
could “hear it grow.” 

Arbors supporting the sprawling vine cover two private 
residential properties. The added support may have contrib¬ 
uted to the phenomenal growth of The Vine, although wistar-

With contra dancing the 
latest rage, it is only natural 
that a contra band should be 
among the street entertainers 
at the Wistaria Festival.

Celtic Musics” is how the 
five members of Craiemore 
describe their music. While 
the group makes no attempt 
to strictly duplicate the style 
of Irish master fiddlers, for 
example, they do maintain 
the spirit and “soul” of the 
music. Roots of European 
and Ameican folk music can 
be found in their Celtic tunes. 

In addition to acoustic and 
electric bass guitar, many 
specialized instruments are 
used, among them the 
tinwhistle, kalimba, flute, 
bodhran, mandolin, bones, 
dijeridoo, and congo and 
snare drums. 

And that’s not all... 

Other groups are planning 
to entertain at various spots 
around the Village during the 
Wistaria Festival, but their 
descriptions were not avail¬ 
able at presstime.

K Sevenffi Wonder 
of the World 

The fame of the Wistaria Vine has spread far and wide. It 
was once named one of the “Seven Horticultural Wonders of 
the World.” The other six “wonders” were: California’s 
redwood forest in Sequoia National Park, Brazil’s tropical 
jungle in the Amazon Valley, Mexico’s Xochimilco floating 
gardens, India’s gardens of the Taj Mahal, japan’s Yokohama 
rock gardens, and England’s gardens of Buckingham Palace. 
Sometimes the list of wonders changed a little. In one, the Taj 
Mahal was omitted in favor of the Shalimar gardens of Kash¬ 
mir. In another, Yokohama rock gardens gave way to Japan’s 
flowering cherry tres. None, however, left out Sierra 
Madre’s Wistaria Vine. 


Suppose you owned a 
lovely wistaria vine which 
trails around your home, 
showers the ground with its 
lavender petals, and sends its 
delicate perfume wafting on 
the breeze—wouldn’t you 
want to share it with your 
friends? 

So it has been with owners 
of the Wistaria Vine since 
early in the century. Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry T. Fennell, eager 
to share the magnificence of 
their treasure, began inviting 
friends to enjoy The Vine 
when it was in bloom, and 
later opened the grounds to 
the public. Crowds of tourists 
came from the Green Hotel, 
the Raymond and the Hun¬ 
tington in Pasadena. 

In 1918, the Sierra Madre 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross sponsored the first pub¬ 
lic Wistaria Fete, a successful 
fundraiser attended by 12,000 
during World War I. 

When Carrie Ida Lawless 
lived on the property, 1939- 
1942, cultural events were 
held under The Vine. Fea¬ 
tured were musicals, literary 
readings, and art exhibits. 

The Wistaria Fete became 
an annual celebration taking 
on a fair-like atmosphere. 
The fragrance of the blos¬ 
soms was captured in per¬ 
fumes, lotions and bath salts. 


The Fete became a social 
highlight of the town. Tea 
was served and barbecues 
were held. Long tables ac¬ 
commodated ladies’ lun¬ 
cheons. 

Local women of Japanese 
heritage were chosen to serve 
tea, dressed in elegant au¬ 
thentic kimonos. Many past 
participants still reside in Si¬ 
erra Madre and have taken an 
active part in the preservation 
of the natural beauty of the 
foothill community. 

In the ’80s attendance was 
modest—about 600 visitors a 
year. Beginning in 1990, at¬ 
tendance swelled to between 
4.000 and 6.000 after Huell. 
Howser, KCET, featured The 
Vine on “California Gold.” 
Thus the definition of 
“friends” who visit The Vine 
has changed a bit. 

Yet even today, the people 
who own a lovely wistaria

Two decades later, a sec¬ 
ond home was built on the 
lower part of the property, 
with part of the foundation 
retained to supptirt the mas¬ 
sive vine. About this time, the 
vitality of the wistaria again 
seemed threatened. Marian 
Thayer Cook, who had cared 
for the vine from 1956, to¬ 
gether with new owner Maria 
Feeney, engaged a botanist. 

He again injected Vitamin B 


“My mother and father 
planted the Wistaria Vine in 
April 1894. The plant was 
bought at the old Wilson 
Nursery in Monrovia, a gal¬ 
lon can for 75 cents." 

So says a letter signed by 
Emily Brugman Childs, 
daughter ot William and 
Alice Brugman. Legend has 
it that Mrs. Brugman drove 
by horse and buggy with a 
neighborhood lady to the 
nursery to buy the vine, hop¬ 
ing, she said, that the wistaria 
would grow fast and enhance 
her home. 

Indeed the vine grew 
quickly, from the first spring 
when it bore but three deli¬ 
cate blossoms, until the 
present day w hen it prrxluces 
an estimated million-and-a- 
half blooms and covers 
nearly an acre of land. 

In the intervening 102 
years, the vine has been both 
threatened and threatening. 

H.T. Fennell was so en¬ 
thralled with the wistaria 
when he bought the pmperty 
in 1913 from Alice Brugman 
(by then widowed) that he 
built arbors to support the 
vine, hoping it would cover 
his home. His wish was more 
than realized: in less than two 
decades, it engulfed the 
house. Only the chimney 
rises above the tumultous 
blanket of lavender (lowers in 
photographs taken at the 
time. Indeed, the walls, win¬ 
dows. fireplace and. eventu¬ 
ally, the rrx)! became victims 
of the vine. In 1931, the hou.se 
was tom down after the roof 
had finally collapsed.

Carrie Ida Lawless pur¬ 
chased the Wistaria Vine 
property as a birthday present 
to herself. Her love of horti¬ 
culture and gardens was the 
impetus, but her visionary 
dreams were expansive. 
During her ownership reign, 
she orchestrated artistic, mu¬ 
sical and intellectual happen¬ 
ings. Guests from historic 
Pasadena hotels arrived in 
their finery and indulged in 
the elegance and grandeur of 
the evening under the canopy 
of The Vine. 

The Lawless influence 
continued in later celebra¬ 
tions. Local, prominent art-. 
ists such as Alfred Jaines 
Dewey were spotlighted at 
annual fetes. 

In keeping with the preser¬ 
vation and continuance of 
this philosophy, recent Wist¬ 
aria Fetes and Festivals have 
featured an Arts and Crafts 
Faire in the center of the Vil¬ 
lage for Vine visitors’ enjoy¬ 
ment. Nostalgia is also appar¬ 
ent at a Classic and Antique 
Car Show, where vintage 
Model-T’s and a rare ’27 
Cord are displayed. “Artists 
Open Studios’’ at three galler¬ 
ies will feature ceramics by 
Anne Sears and paintings by 
David Darbyshire at Creative 
Arts Group; spray paintings 
by Thomas Akawie at M. An¬ 
thony Gallery; and Func¬ 
tional and Fine Art in Wood 
by several artists at S.R.W. 
Gallery.

Extra 
arbors were built by H.T. 
Fennell in 191.^ to supixrrt the 
rapidly growing vine. 

As to The Vine itself, it 
knows nothing of all its 
names; it just keeps on 
blooming and delighting all 
its visitors one day each year. 


Wisteria? Wistaria? 

Whatever the spelling, our 
Vine, by either name, would 
smell as sweet. 

Controversy over the 
proper spelling continues, but 
local historians, archivists 
and journalist generally as¬ 
cribe to the “wistaria” form. 

Here's why; 

Botanists. including 
Sunset’s "New Western Gar¬ 
den Book,” list the plant as 
“wisteria,” with an “e.” 
Sierra Madreans, however, 
note that the vine was named 
in 1818 for Henry Wistar of the 
University of Pennsylvania in 
honor of his contributions to 
science. So it seems both logi¬ 
cal and fitting to use the “a”

A lineup 
of 100 bands, handmade floats, dancers, vintage autos, cy¬ 
clists, the Fire Department and Search and Rescue Team, poli¬ 
ticians and other enthusiasts never fails to please the crowd.

For 28 years, rough moun¬ 
tain terrain has lured 250 run¬ 
ners to the Mt. W'ilson Trail 
Race, the second oldest race 
in California, on the last Sat¬ 
urday in May. Participants of 
all ages run the 8.6 mile 
course up the hill and— 
sometimes even worse!— 
back down again. Assistance 
is provided by Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue, the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment, Civic Club and lo¬ 
cal Scout troops, to name a 
few.

Sierra Madre is one of only a few cities which still enters the Pasadena Tournament of Roses 
Parade with a float designed and built entirely by community volunteers. The liKal Rose Float 
Association holds a competition annually for the float design which is based on that year s 
theme as set forth by Rose Parade leaders. Specialized volunteers build the Boat, and in late 
December, dozens more spend hours applying the Bowers and other natural fibers to the frame¬ 
work. Moreover, the Rose Roat Association selects three liKal young people as Rose Float 
representatives at community events, and for the honor of riding on the Boat in the New Year’s 
Rose Parade. 

Thus. Sierra Madre rounds out one year of community activities, and glides into the New 
Year. January I. with its participation in the world-renowned Rose Parade.
